Some 
fortunate  students  have  been  to  such  cities  as  Atlantic  City,  New  York  City,  Orlando,  Wash- 
ington D.C.  and  Boston  for  conferences.  The  sports  teams  get  to  go  down  south  for  spring 
training.  The  Chorale  has  been  invited  to  Europe  to  sing. 

There  are  many  opportunities  to  go  places  here,  whether  it  be  travelling  to  far  off  destina- 
tions or  just  staying  on  campus  for  a concert.  As  we  begin  our  trip  down  memory  lane,  we 
. should  remember  all  the  places  we’ve  been  and  how  Worcester  State  helped  us  get  to  where  we
